beimtifully «l»own before t|id BoyaJ 
Googr«phio»l Soqictj rftoontly by a sim- 
ple experiment. A trough with plate 
glass sides about six foot long and a 
foot deep, but not more than an inoh 
Wide, waa filled with water. 
At ono 


end a ch,<tak of ioo was wedged in be- 
tween the sides to represent the polar 
cold ; while tho tropic heat was repre- 
sented by a bar of metal laid across tho 
surfac'- f tho water, tho projecting end 
of which was heated by a spjrit lamp. 
Ilcd colored matter WBB put in at tlio 
warm end so that tho current could bo 
traced; tho blue water, chilled by contact 
with the ice, immediately fell down to 
the bottom, 01 opt along Blowly and grad- 
ually returned to tho surface at tho 
equatorial end, after which it gradually 
returned along tho surface to the start- 
ing point. Tho red wator crept Erst 
along tho surface to tho polar ond, then 
dropped to tho bottom just as tlio blue 
had done, and formed another stratum, 
creeping back along the bottom und 
coming to tho surfiioc. Kach color 
made a complete circulation during the 
half hour in whioh tho audience view- 
ed tho experiment.

and located hi a liugo ami mugnlllcent 
pnik , tlio provincial Normal School, wblcb 
Is furnished with every appliance necessary 
for carrying out tbo purpose of Its creation, 
including an art gallery, museum, etc., and 
also looked in at tbe stores, manufacturing 
establishments ami other places of busl- 
UCSH, Toronto is a tlue, brisk place, full 
of rod-luccd, big-footed, burly-looking 
English aud Scotob, who are death on 
beefsteak and ll's. Their newspapers and 
other indicator!! ot public opinion show 
them to be good aud loyal subjects to their 
most gracious sovereign, wltose panic or 
title appears in connection with about every 
public und private enterprise, and whose 
statue, bust or picture is displayed lu every 
show-window and at every place of public 
resort. Thle may bo in good taste, accord- 
In); to tbo standpoint from wblcb tbey view 
it, but to the democratic-republican from 
across tbo border 11 grows to bo 
monotonous. 


On Friday evening wo agiuu entrusted 


our lives and carpet-bags to the tender 
mercies of tbo Grand Tiuuk road, and at 
half-put three to tho morning were Knitted 
»t Kingston, wbero we embarked on tho 
flno alennor Con loan, Capt. Sinclair, for 
a trip down the lordly St. Lawrence, The 
glories of tbla magnificent river have been 
snug lu every language known to civiliza- 
tion, and painted in every color possible to 
tbo Imagination of tbo artist, but no man 
can realize Its beauties without seeing It 
for himself.

wero passed safely, however, aud wo bad 
begun to congratulate ourselves that tbo 
worst was over, when Wu observed a little 
boat pttt off fiom tbo toutb bank V tbo 
vlVor, aud running up to the steamer a 
swarthy looking old inuu leaped from it to 
tho deck and made bis way to tbo pilot 
house.
